Shoppers Urged 
To Buy Meat 


BY NELDA WHITEHEAD 
Last year we went through a severe m eat shortage 
with m eat counters in most groceries void of any red 
meat. In such instances where there was m eat 
available, the prices were too high for the average 
housewife to even consider. 
So she turned to other m eans of supplying protein in 
her fam ily’s diet and evidently the trend is continuing 
as cattlem en now declare they cannot m ake a profit 
from beef on the hoof, and the sam e beleaguered 
housewife is being urged to shirt purchasing m ore and 
more beef to once again bolster meat prices. 
The fact is that since the shortages last year, when 
housewives rallied together in boycott against the mea 
industry, prices have not receded that much. Bu 
women have learned that there are other good foods 
that can be served to supplem ent the need tor m eat. 
As a m atter of fac t, the beef shortage m ay have been 
a good thing for the grocery shopper, a s it has m ade 
her m ore aw are of what she is paying for all food items, 
and she has becom e a more careful shopper. 
Many sotres depend on com pulsive buyers to in­ 
crease sales, and careful attention to displays, or a 
limit on others, is often a com-on to that end. 
Statistics tell us that women who have eaten just 
before grocery shopping are less apt to buy extra or 
luxury foods, and are prone to stick closely to then 
budget and their prepared list. 
Women who go into a store a bit hungry are likely to 
pick up appetizing 
goodies here and there which do 
nothing toward supplying nutrients, and ups the totjil 
cost of her weekly bill. 
At the moment we are being urged to buy m ore beef, 
and less gasoline. Maybe by this time next year the 
trend will once again be reversed, but it will have to be 
up to everyhousewife to budget her own grocery funds 
and choose m eat only when she can afford it and when 
the price is reasonable. 
We are warned by the cattlem en and by the 
secretary of agriculture, Earl Butts, that m any cat­ 
tlem en will be forced to either curtail operations, or in 
some cases go completely out of business by this tim e 
next year if beef is not purchased in more quam ties. 
This week the hoof price raised five cents, which 
mea as it will be at least that much higher by the tim e it 
reaches the m eat counter — can in that case, we are 
back where we started. 
No one objects to anyone making a profit on their 
goods. It is the American way and the only way anyone

Consum ers can m ake dust- 
absorbing dustcloths at a 
fraction of the cost of store- 
bought ones, according to 
Mrs. Juanita Murphy Collin 
county extension agent.

— Pour two tablespoons of 
furniture polish or

wax into a one-quart ja r or 
coffee can. Rotate jar or can 
to com pletely coat inside 
surfaces. Pour out excess 
liquid to avoid getting too 
much on the cloths. 
P aste wax also can be used 
— by coating inside of the jar 
or can with a light film of 
wax. Then place two or three 
dustcloths in the jar or can.
